Ex-Town, Village Official 
Bernard Naber, Dies At 89

Bernard <Barhoy) F. Naber, 8», 
of 90$ Hillside avenue, Antloch, a. 
resident of this village since 1890, 
died Tuesday evening at his home. 
He was a past township supervisor 
and president of the Antloch village 
board. 

Mr. Naber was born Nov. 21, 1870, 
In Waterford, Wis., moving to Antl- 
och in 1890. He was a member of 
St Peter's church and the Holy 
Name society. He served as church 
committeeman for the past 80 years. 

Land on which the church stands 
was part of his farm. 

He served as Antloch township 
supervisor for 9 many years and in 
addition to being president of the 
village board, served as trustee. He 
was on the board when water and 
aewer system was installed here. 

Mr. Naber opened and completed 
three subdivisions in this village. 

Harness maker by trade* he was 
a retired farmer by occupation; 

Married to the former Elizabeth 
Brogan at St. Patrick's church, 
Wadsworth, on June 21, 1885, he 
practiced the harness making trade 
and then helped his sister-in-law 
at the Queen of the West hotel at 
Petite lake for a few years. 

Next Mr. Naber purchased the 



hotel In Antloch, now called Morten- 
sen'** from Charles Lu, Sr. 

Mrs. Naber preceded him in death 
33 years ago. A daughter, Ethel 
Naber, died In infancy. 

Surviving are one daughter, Mrs. 
Lester (Helen) Osmond, where he 
has made his home;, five grandchil- 
dren, Mrs. Eileen Lewln of Wauke- 
gan, Mrs. Ervin (Mary) Nevett of 
Dousman, Wis.; Miss Joanne Os- 
mond of Blue Island; Lester Os- 
mond, Jr., of Antloch and Bernard 
Osmond of Antloch. 

Also surviving are eight great- 
grandchildren and five great-great- 
grandchildren. 

Bernard Osmond is a trustee on 
the Antloch village board now. 

Funeral services have been set 
for 11 a. m. Saturday, March 8, at 
St. Peter's church with burial In 
Mt. Carmel cemetery, Antloch.

for the payment thereof. 

This action by the board of educa- 
tion., it, la claimed, ;is in direct oppo- 
eltibti k of : the 1 vdfcrs' decision ex- 
pressed in a referendum in October, 
1959. o 

This according to sentiment ex- 
pressed at the meeting is "taxation 
without representation," and was 
the opening keynote of the meeting. 

It was also brought out that at 
two. annual meetings, one in 1958 
and later in 1989 that the proposed 
addition, then levied at $300,000 
was also voted down. 

Secretary Roselius quoted all of 
the figures and further stated that 
the referendum vote against the 
measure was almost 3 to 1. 

Upon this basis the association 
contends that it is not the will of 
the people to have the proposed ad- 
dition at this time and strenuous, 
objections were voiced at the man- 
ner In which the issue is being re- 
approached. v

Ice fishing in the Chain O' Lakes 
area has come to a slow walk as 
compared to the early January runs. 
In the pa3t few weeks, there have 
been only scattered bits of action. 

Notable among those places where 
the sport is .still holding up is a 
small private, lake — Brandenburg. 
The bluegills have been reported 
as hitting steadily, although not as 
strong as previously. 

The usual Antioch regions hot- 
spots have little to boast In the line 
of big catches and fast action. 
Even the crappies, number one bit- 
ers this season, are not rushing to 
the anglers' bait. 

Petite reports some action . In 
scattered places. In general, how- 
ever, the fishermen hawe been con- 
centrated up in the north end with 
not much luck. 

Early season bass and bluegill 
runs are quite a thing of the past at 
that lake until the ice begins to 
break in another month or so. 

Stanton bay of Fox Lake and Mey- 
er's bay of Pistakee also have not 
been panning out too well. It ap- 
pears that big play in these two 
areas will be somewhat limited for 
the remainder of the season. 

No news was heard from any of 
the lakes on the northern extremi- 
ties of the Chain. 

The main reason for the sharp de- 
cline In the numbers of fish being 
caught is the snow. A deep blanket 
has spread over the entire Chain. 
This causes two things to happen: 

The snow covers the ice and 
blocks the passage of light to fish 
swimming in the water beneath. 

Secondly, the snow cuts off much 
of the oxygen supply that normally 
diffuses through the ice. The lat- 
ter is on important cause of the 
famous "winter kill." 

Consequently, the fish become 



sluggish and do not move around 
as much 03 usual. This slows- down 
their body processes and they thus 
need less food. So they do not bite. 

There is always a chance that 
some species of fish will begin to 
run and thus salvage the rest of 
the season, but if previous years' 
trends In the same type of situation 
is followed, the chance is remote.

If -it's a sleet storm, . icy snow 

clings to every branch and wire.

; Hon'iicy candles ion the tree ; branch- 
«a; And when the wind sbjows, alt 
>the little candles. tinkle like a mil- 
lion glass Hearts breaking. 
Osh't it beautiful? ;] 

^Everyone says it looks like m 
Christmas card.' It does. And then 
the work starts. % 

The-glaas hearts break and your 
phone doesn't work. .The wires are 
down. Your phone will be out of 
commission until the poor,' half- 
frozen repairman can get to it. 
* THEY'VE BEEN out all night in 
that icy, beautiful, glittering coun- 
tryside, repairing wires, and they 
don't think it's one bit lovely. 

Neither do the Public Service re- 
pairmen. They've been up all 
night, too, repairing electric wires. 
Just one of the little Inconven- 
iences brought on by winter, snow 
and cold. 

If it's a really cold morning, your 
furnace probably picked this time 
to go out. If you're fortunate 
enought to have a phone working, 
you call a repairman. 

Numerous people apparently had 
the same trouble, as he regretfully 
Informs you- there are several ahead 
of you. He'll try to get there this 
afternoon. 
Or tonight 
Or sometime. 

EARLY TO-WOBKEBS go out to 
■tart their cars.Naturally, you can 
we you're going to have to shovel 
to get it out 

But first things first. Let's get 
It started. Only it won't start 
—If there are any weak spots in 
your car, cold weather will bring 
them out. 

The first cold morning usually 
brings a deluge of calls to garages 
from unhappy workers who can't 
get their cars started. 

This morning is no "exception. 
He'll be there when he's made ump- 
teen prior calls. 

The lucky man whose car always 
■tarts, no matter how cold the 
weather, can look smugly down his 
nose at all the less fortunate souls 
—and does. 

If the tires on the car are all worn, 
of course you'll get stuck every 
time the roads are icy or snowy. 

EVERY MAN who drives is calm- 
ly confident that he can drive in 
■now or on ice a little better than 
any other driver. 

It's quite entertaining to be rid- 
ing with one of these expert driv- 
ers on icy roads when he gets be- 
hind the car of a woman who insists 
on crawling along at a nice, safe 15 
or 20 miles an hour. 

'Dangerous, but entertaining. And 
really almost worth it to see him 
get stuck. 

When you get stuck, of course, the 
first thing you do is "zoom" the 
motor and go forward and back- 
ward till you've got a pretty good 
hole dug. 

Then all the passengers get out 
to push. As no one ever expects 
to get stuck, you're never dressed 
for this occupation, so you get wet, 
cold and dirty. 

Especially if you make the mis- 
take of getting behind a rear wheel 
to push, and it throws mud and 
snow up in your face. ' 

USUALLY, YOU eventually give 
up, and call a garage to get pulled 
out — which you should have done 
in the first place. 

One of the first things that must 
be done, after a heavy snow, is to 
shovel the walk. You put on your 
boots, gloves, etc., and proceed. ■ 
Soon your back, arms and legs 
hurt from the unaccustomed exer- 
cise. But you're getting there. You 
keep on. It's done. 

If you live in the country, this is 
when the snow plow comes through. 
It sails smugly down the road and 
. throws a wall of hard, packed snow 
up across your walk, your driveway 
and around the mailbox. 

I don't really hate the men who 
run these snow plows — I guess. 

But I do rather hope, if we wind 
up in the same place after death, 
that I will be given the privilege of 
driving a snow plow round and 
round while they endlessly shovel 
- themselves out. 

SO YOU MOVE all the snow 
again. It's much harder this time, 
because the snow is packed and 
heavy. 

If you live in town, you always 
shovel your walk promptly, bul the 
family next door never shovel 
theirs, so you have to wade through 
■now to get out anyway. 

Unless you want to shovel theirs, 
too. 

If you have small children, snow 
Is much more pleasurable. Kids 
love snow — for five minutes at a 
time. 

The. minute it really starts snow- 
ing, the chant starts, "Mommy, can 
I go out? Can I, Mommy, can I?" 
You're torn between the desire 
to get rid of them and the certain 
knowledge that they won't STAY 
out. But you finally give in. 
You start dressing one child for 
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outside. You put on his snow pants, 
his coat, 'his ibootsV . )his mittens 
(after hunting for some, of ^these 
items for 10 or 15 minutes) and let 
him out. I 

YOU NOW start on the second 
child; and your patience, if not ;ex-^ 
haused by now, is wearing thin. 

Why is it, when you dress a 
child, that his bone structure be-i 
comes fluid?, Try to pull his snow 
pants ; on, his legs curl tip, limply. 
The^ same when you Jtry to push on 
his boots. - 

I It's >like trying to push a piece 
of cooked spaghetti info a slot. No 
amount :6f:. pleading, ordering or 
screaming Will force, him to stiffen 
any portion of .his anatomy for more 
than five seconds at a time. - 

If -your timing is good, and .you 
push when he stiffens, you may 
got the boot on. ^w#- :: ■'■ .'- 

So -you've .? pushed the first one 
out the door. You start oh the 
second one. The door opens. A 
small, snow-covered apparition ap- 
pears in the doorway. 

"Mommy, I have to go to the 
bathroom," it announces. You 
brush off the snow, take off the 
boots, take off the snow pants, and 
escort ' both children to the bath- 
room. 



THE ONE WHO has not been out- 
side doesn't have to, can't and 
won't. You re-dress the first child, 
and finish dressing the second one. 
They go outside. The door opens. 
The last one out appears in the 
doorway. "Mommy, I have to go 
to the bathroom.' 1 

You sigh or scream, depending on 
your nature. You know what 
you'd like to tell him, but that's 
poor training and anyway, a wet 
child might catch pneumonia. 

You undress him. You dress him. 
By this time, the first one's back in. 
He's cold. He gets warm. 

So does -all the snow he shed on 
the floor. . You mop the floor. The 
door opens and No. 2 comes through 
the door wailing, "Johnny put snow 
down my back." 

You dig it out, though most of 
it's melted. You yell at Johnny. 
You mop the floor. This goes on 
until you've had it. Then you say, 
"The next time you come in, you 
stay in." 

THEY DO,' you undress them 
and soon wonder if it wouldn't have 
been better to put up with the in- 
and-out business. 

With school-age children, you 
have different winter problems. 
They lose their boots, their mittens 
jpnd their caps. 

Some kid at school always takes 
these articles, or they get magically 
lost, or some big bully throws them 
up in a tree. 

You threaten, you sew in name 
tags, they still get lost. 

The kids have a continual round 
of colds, flu, chicken pox, and all 
the other ills that children love to 
give each other. 

They beg to go skating when the 
ice is too thin. All the other kids 
can. You're an old-fashioned mon- 
ster. 

If you believed your children, 
you would be convinced that every 
other parent in the neighborhood is 
trying to let his children commit 
suicide. 

IF YOU COMPARE notes, you'll 
find that, according to your neigh- 
bor's child, your child is allowed 
to do all these dangerous things. 

Christmas is in the offing. In 
spite of all propaganda to the con- 
trary, children never work so hard 
at being horrible monsters as they 
dp for the couple of weeks before 
Christmas. 

It's as though they were deter- 
mined to find out if they really 
won't get anything if they behave 
badly enough. 

You shop. You bake. You dec- 
orate. You sometimes wish Christ- 
mas were over. 

The big day comes. 

If you're going away for Christ- 
mas, at least one of the kids starts 
running a temperature the day be- 
fore you'd planned to leave. You're 
pretty sure it's something catching, 
though you try to tell yourself it's 
just a cold. 

IF YOU'RE staying home for 
Christmas, they remain normal. 
And normal, at this time, means 
they do their best to drive you in- 
sane. 

January comes, and with it, of 
late years, a new brand of flu virus 
or a refinement of last year's, back 
in greater strength, now fortified 
by the antibiotics. 

This year, of course, we have 
Asian flu. If you listen to TV ads, 
you really don't need to go to the 
doctor. 

The remedies are all right there, 
being advertised. If you do call 
your doctor, he'll probably tell you 
he has it, too, and he wishes he 
knew a simple way to get rid of it. 

However, if you can manage to 
develop pneumonia or some such 
complication, he can help you. This 
isn't hard to do, particularly if 
you're a busy mother or father who 
can't go to bed. 

All your friends will call and give 
you remedies. Some of the advices 
I received were — a teaspoon of 
soda in a glass of water — whiskey — 
gin — hot lemonade — heat some 
milk with a slice of onion and a 



clove of garlic, add a teaspoon of 
butter, and drink hot 

THE LAST ONE has two virtues 
—it's iso unpleasant you feel that 
it must be doing you seme good, 
and your breath wiH smell so bad 
that your'family will stay away and 
let you suffer in > peace. 

If ;>yo.u itise any or^all of these 
remedies, and stay in bed, the flu 
will )last foiir or ^five<days. ^Provid- 
ing, in both^cases, that you're reas- 
onably healthy. | 

If you concentrate on the gin and 
whiskey remedy, you may die, -but; 
you probably won't mind by then. 

Winter and snow can be a lot; 
of fun, of course. In this area, 
there are all manner of sports to 
engage in. . 

Ice fishing, for example. For a 
small investment of about $100 in 
suitable clothes and equipment you 
can have a lot' of fun and catch free 

fish.; : ;;.--\ "-.-•:.■ v : 

■ Well, not exactly free." 

PROBABLY, IF these devotees of 
the art of angling figured their ex- 
penses honestly, they would . -find 
the fish cost about $1- a pound. 
But they FEEL like they're free. 
If you happen to like fish, I guess 
that's good. It MUST be fun. 

I really admire the devotion of 
Ice fishermen— from ' the warmth 
of a heated car, as we drive fast. 
All the men who used to bo U. S. 
mailmen must have taken up ice 
fishing. 

Neither snow, nor ruin, nor sleet, 
nor hail, will keep them from their 
appointed post. 

No matter how bad the weather, 
you can see them out there, night 
and day, stoically pursuing their 
favorite sport. 

I sometimes wonder if they really 
want to stay there, or if they sat 
still too long and froze in the ice. 
SKHNG IS another winter sport 
with which this area is blessed.I'm 
glad to say I've never tried it. If 
there were some way I could ski in 
a heated room, I might. 

This is another sport which re- 
quires a considerable investment of 
money. Especially if you break a 
leg. 

But it must be fun. Arid who 
wants to live forever? 

Skating is one of the few sports 
which requires only a very small 
investment. 

It can bt a wonderful spectator 
sport, too, if you. can persuade a 
group of people, say \ over 40, who 
haven't skated for about 20 years, 
that it would be great fun to have 
a skating party. 

Bet one of the men that he can't 
cut a figure eight. Then sit on the 
bank and watch. 

IT'S REALLY remarkable the 
contortions the human body can go 
through when the. feet are acting 
independently of the rest of the 
body. 

Skating, after years of , non-skat- 
ing, Is one of the quickest ways 
known to acquire a concussion or a 
broken tail-bone. 

Children love it, and they're good 
at it. Mother can spend hours 
every winter helping to lace skates, 
and picking up and trying to find a 
place to store the skates, socks, etc., 
when the cold, tired skaters return 
home. 

Frozen water pipes are another 
little item that helps to keep life 
from getting dull during the winter.

We used to have one particular 
spot that froze every time the tem- 
perature got below 10 degrees above 
zero. 

AS MY HUSBAND had to go to 
work, and hiring someone to fix it 
each time was too expensive, I was 
naturally elected to thaw the pipes. 
Rightly, my husband didn't trust 
me to use the blow torch. Other- 
wise I would have fixed them per- 
manently. 

So I'd heat pails of water and hold 
wet rags on the pipes until they 
thawed. Like giving hot packs to 
a polio patient. 

We finally solved the problem by 
moving the pipes away from the 
north wall. 

But I must have spent about six 
months of my life, all told, playing 
nurse to frozen pipes before this
